The $150,000 School Bonds Carried—A

Justifiable Homicide at ([Pomona—City Workmen

The publication of the latest Santa Monica 
confidence case, given in yesterday’s TIMES, 
was the means of unearthing the victim, 
who had been in hiding. He walkea into 
the Sheriff’s office ‘yesterday morning and 
introduced himself as Henry Schoeck. He 
told the same story as the one printed in 
THe Times, and wound up by asking that 
a warrant be issued for the Santa Monica 
officer, who, he said, settled the case with- 
out his knowing anything about it, and 
without his consent. He was seen by a 
TIMES reporter in the afternoon, and in ex- 
planation of how the matter was settled 
said: 

“When they robbed me I made a demand 
for my money, but they would not return it 
to me, and threatened to shoot me when I 
persisted. I then went to the Constable’s 
oftice to see what could be done, and while 
I was there Judge Morgancame in. I did 
not know him then, and was not aware that 
he was an attorney until after the matter 
was settled. During the conversation the 
man who robbed me, and another man 
named McDonald came to the office. I 
wanted m4 money, but they would not give 
it back, when Morgan said he could get it, 
and we started -across the street to 
the Justice’s office, when the man 
who robbed me ran out and handed me 
the money. Morgan grabbed it out of my 
hand and said I ‘araat not take it. We then 
walked into an office, when Morgan passed 
£300 to me, and said I owed him $100 for 
getting my money. I was so excited that I 
a receip’ and did not say an 

organ and a constable came to me n 
Los Angeles today, and said that. they 
could get the other 100 back for me, but I 
would not talk to them, for 1 was told that 
1 could not settle the case. Yes, 1 wanted 
to have the mblers arrested at Santa 
Monica, but the officers told me that 1 
would be arrested, too, and I thougnt I had 
better settle it as best I could. I want 
something done in the matter.” 

Judge Morgan was in the city yesterday, 
and stated that Schoeck would not prose- 
cute the case, and absolutely refused to ap- 
pear againstthe gambler in case he was 
arrested. He wanted his money and em- 
ployed Morgan to act as his attorney, and 
promised to pay him $100 in case he recov- 
ered the money. Morgan did recover we 
money, and.,has a receipt from Schoeck. 
storey acted forthe man as an attorney, 
and thinks he did his duty. 

Under Sheriff Mitchell {ook the matter in 
hand yesterday, and will look it up tomor- 
row morning. 


LAND TITLES. 


Looking Officially Into the Mexican 
Grants. 

Surveyor-General Hammond, who has 
been in our midst for a day or two, was vis- 
ited at his rooms at the Nadeau last evening 
by a Timers reporter. The General was 
asked as to the object of his visit here, and 
whether there was any truth in the report 
that the unearthing of alleged land frauds 


was the cause of his presence here. 


Gen. Hammond stated such was not the 
object of his visit here. Said he: “The 
treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo contained a 
clause that all grants made by the Mexican 
Government should be confirmed by the 
United States, and that all papers apper- 
taining to these grants should be turned 
ve the Mexican Government to the 
Unit States. The Unitad States ap- 

inted a commission in 1854 to so t the 

exican land grants. A many 
papers, affecting almost all or inal docu- 
ments, are necessary thereto. ‘These papers 
were brought before that commission, and 
are what are known as the archieves of the 
department of the Surveyor-General’s 
office of California. The present adminis- 
tration has appointed to that department J. 
A. Forbes, who is thoron nghly conversant 
with all papers of that kin he constant 
increase in value of land makes it necessar 
to determine absolutely—and not approxi- 
mate as heretofore—the exact lines and 
boundaries of Mexican grants. In order to 
do that, and in view of the immense a.nount 
of litigation, it is necessary that all papers 
bearing directly or cpg | upon these 
titles, eprectelly those in relation to the 
limits of the original nts, should be in 
safe keeping, and shoul bein possession of 
the Government. Therefore these papers 
are being collected by instruction of the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
having no bearing on any particular land 
case, and notin the interest of any particu- 
lar parties orin relation to any particular 
case. The Commissioner the General 
Land Office is thoroughly informed in Cali- 
fornia land matters, and understands the 
value of these papers and the chances for 
litigation, and “ped entrusted me with the 
col ecting of them. I have brought Mr. 
Forbes down with me for that purpose. He 
will also go to San Diego.” 


ORDERED OFF. 


No More Bores Wanted on the Centi- 
nela Ranch. 

For some time past workmen employed 
by the city authorities have Seen boring in 
various places out near and on the Centi- 
nela ranch for the purpose of locating an 
outlet sewer. To secure the proper working 
of a sewer of this description it is necessary 
to locate it where the ground has a peculiar 
formation, therefore a great deal of boring 
has been done in the endeavor to strike the 
exact strata necessary. Yesterday after- 
noon one of the workmen who have been 
engaged in this work came into town and 

me at the City Surveyor’s office that, 
while working on part of the Centinela 
ranch, a gentleman named Vail had ordered 

them to cease work at once and get off the 
premises,which he claimed belonged to hin.

THe Times has had safely fastened 
to the granite front of its stately and 
magnificent new home a cardinal-eyed 
dragon with aconstitution of No. 14 
boiler iron and riveted ribs.

Placed as he is with his feet in the 
proper position for kicking, he never 
kicks, although, certainly,- there 
is plenty to kick about. For instance: 
A Democratic President who wears a 
No. 19 collar and weighs two hundred 
and fifty pounds; a city surging about 
him with weekly dividend-paying lines 
of street-cars, but with a service which 
has not made a prompt meet at a turn- 
out since before the war, and hasn't 
got aman to a train since the boom 
struck us; about seventy miles of 
streets upon which no sprinkler has 
ever dared to wind its dewy way; rail- 
way depots located at all points of the 
compass and miles apart; citi-

As you go by, gaze up at him and see 
how he seems to yearn for your friend- 
ship—looking the griet which he no 
doubt feels that so little isreally known 
about red-eyed dragons, their habits 
and aspirations, that he feels lonely in 
this land of boom, motor roads, brick 
blocks, real-estate agents and daily 
newspapers. Ashe clings there through 
the dim future, he will see many things 
that deserve attention, and may be 
heard from later. Meanwhile, be good 
to him and kindly abstain from mak- 
ing faces at him as you go by.

American History. 


Rose Elizabeth Cleveland spoke 
wisely when in the July number ofa 
popular magazine she urged the im- 
portance to the rising generation of 
Americans becoming familiar with 
American history. 

The ancient Roman was proud of 
the history of Roman conquests. To 
him there was nothing so glorious as 
the story of advance of Roman power. 
The history of marching armies, of 
bloody battle-fields, of victorious 
legions and of ever-widening empire 
formed the basis of the education of 
the Roman youth. Ilis pride was that 
he was a Roman. Ilis ambition was to 
emulate the greatness,/of his nation’s 
heroes. Henever wearied of listening 
to the story of their achievements. 
They inspired him to action; they kin- 
died his ambition and nerved him to 
duty. For him earth held no greater 
honor than to be a Roman. 

Rome was but a city, yet she was 
mistress of the world. Barbarism was 
subdued before her, and civilization fol- 
lowed in the wake of her legious. Yet 
Rome was cruel and tyrannical. Ler 
idea was not that of universal good, 
but of centralized power. [ler aim 
was not freedem, but domination. Not 
human emancipation, but human sub- 
jugation. 

Contrasting the institutions of re- 
publican America with those of impe- 
rial Rome, how does the ancient splen- 
dor of the latter’s history pale beside 
the triumphs of the American 
idea of ‘a government of the 
people, for the people and by the 
people.” This American century of 
free government has done more for the 
world than forty centuries. of 
Roman power could have accom- 
plished. It has made possible the 
equality of all men before the law, 
while seif-government from being a 
mere experiment has become an estab- 
lished fact. When we go back to the 
beginning of our national life and con- 
sider the weakness of the early days of 
the Republic; the difficulties with which 
it has had to contend; the foes that 
have opposed it; the internal enemies 
that have sought its destruction; the 
heroism that has defended it; the loy- 
alty that has sustained it; its advance- 
ment in art, in science, in mechanical 
improvements; in the ways and means 
of transportation; in commercia! great- 
ness; in industrial resources; in educa- 
tional enterprise; in the extension of 
its territory; in religious freedom and 
in its devotion to human liberty, is it 
not a matter of astonishment that the 
children of the Republic know so little 
of its history, and take no greater 
pride in its achievements? 

The nation, during the war of the re- 
bellion, marshaled the largest armies 
that ever were in the field in the his- 
tory of the world. Gen. Grant 
handled more men than did ever 
Cyrus, or Alexander, or Roman gen- 
eral. There were more battles fought 
in the war of the rebellion than were 
fought in all the long eight years of 
our Revolutionary struggle; yet how 
little are the rising generation taught 
of that terrible conflict, when the 
whole Union was watered with the 
blood of the martyrs of liberty, the 
loyal sons of the struggling republic. 
The majority of American youth are 
more familiar with the story of Roman 
conquest ard Grecian civilization than 
they are with the history of their own 
country. This is not as it should be. 
American history should be so taught, 
and our children should be made so 
familiar with it that they shall feel 
that there is no honor that is greater 
than that of being asovereign American 
citizen. Such teaching as that will in- 
spire loyalty and devotion to country. 
It will create a respect for law: a rever- 
ence for free institutions and a pride 
in the giorious heritage of a free gov- 
ernment. Then the right of suffrage 
will be respected, the ballot-box will be 
sacred, and the best principles of polit- 
ical rule will be sought for and sus- 
tained. 

Let American children be taught to 
feel more pride in the deeds that the 
nation has accomplished, and in the 
greatness of republican institutions. 
They need not admire Rome less, but 
America more. 


The School Bonds Carried. 


_ A very slim vote was cast yesterday 
at the special election held to decide 
the question of issuing municipal bonds 
to the amount of $150,000 to build more 
school-houses. The bonds were car- 
ried, however, the vote being practi- 
cally unanimous, viz.: For, 370; against, 
19—total, 389 votes. The smallness of 
the vote was doubtless due to the boom.

Interesting Interview with 
His Physician. 


Some False Reports About His Condi- 
tion Denied. 


His Life Not in Danger from: the At- 
tack of Paralysis, 


Bat the Ikea! Peril Said to Come from a Mys- 
terious Allment which the Doctors Decline 
to Explain—A Singular Display of 
Reticence. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Francisco, Aug. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.; This afternoon an Associated 
Press reporter held aclenghty imterview 
with Dr. Annette Buckel, in Oakland, as to 
Gov. Bartlett’s illness, the intention being 
to secure, if possible, a clear and detailed 
account of his true condition. While not 
as many facts as desire:! were obtained, the 
interview was in some respects satisfactory 
in that it corrects many statements hereto- 
fore published. Dr. Buckel and the con- 
sulting physicians have withheld detailed 
information from newspaper representa- 
tives, and in this action they have possibly, 
without knowledge of the fact, made it seem- 
ingly necessary for reporters to give hearsay 
statements as facts in order to satisfy the 
publie’s desire for the latest and fullest 
news. Today the Governor’s condition is 
more improved than was thought possible at 
a late hour yesterday. After awakening 
from sleep about 2 o’clock this morning he 
seemed somewhat improved, this improve- 
ment continuing Surias the day. He has 
taken several naps. The paralysis of his 
face has entirely disappeared. ‘The face is 
clear and of good color. He has little if any 
use of his left leg. Hecan move his left 
arm slightly, but not sufficiently to be of 
service tohim. The entire left side is more 
or less affected. 

VERY RETICENT. 

Replying to a question as to what the 
physicians think of his possible recovery, 
Mrs. Buckel states that they have very 
strong hopes of his recovering from the 
paralysis. The reporter asking for a more 
specitic statement the reply was to the same 
effect. She says that the Governor has not, 
and never has had, an abscess of the kid- 
neys, and therefore blood poisoning»cannot 
possibly result from such cause. All state- 
ments to this effect and that heis sufferin 
from Bright's disease are incorrect. He is 
not troubled with Bright’s disease. Every 
reasonable effort was made to learn the 


rticular disease the Governor is suffer- |. 


ng from, but without success. Her atten- 
tion was called to the widespread and sin- 
cere interest taken in every detail concern- 
ing the Governor and to the fact that he is 
Executive of the State and the people think 
that they have a right to be informed ona 
matter of so great importance. The only 
answer that could be obtained was to the 
effect that the physicians deem it best to 
withhold information as to the disease. 
Mrs. Buckel was courteous in speech, but 
was decided in saying that she thought that 
nothing could be gained by stating the dis- 
ease or diseases; that it is somewhat of a 
morbid curiosity that causes the public to 
wish to know the details, and that they will 
doubtless be satistied with general state- 
ments at intervals as to whether he is grow- 
ing better or worse.

The headache 
has disappeared, and hehasnopain. He 
talks every now and then, and with no 
great effort, but realizes that to keep his 
strength he must exert himself as little as 
possible. His mind today is clear. The 
conversation is on commonplace topics, and 
he seldom permits himself to speak on 
affairs of state.

The most that Mrs. Buckel will state as 
to the future results is that the Governor is 
seriously ill, but is at this time resting com- 
fortably. Until further notice the only 
official bulletins that will be issued will be 
given out at 2 o'clock each morning and at 
2 and 6 each afternoon. If, however, there 
should be a sudden change in the Governor’s 
condition, a bulletin will at once be issued.

Dresbach and Rosenfeld Throw Up 
the Sponge, 


And Announce That They Cannot 
: Carry Out Their Contracts. 


Intense Excitement on the Street With Rumors 
of Coming Financial Collapse—The Nevada 
Bank’s Interest in the Deal—A Set- 
tlement from Rosenfeld. 


By Telegravh to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO; Aug. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The announcement was 
made on the call board this morning that 
Dresbach and nfeld, chief bull opera- 
tors in wheat, could not keep their agree- 
ment with the shorts and the board was at 
once adjourned. What effect this will have 
on the street is not yet known, but the an- 
nouncement is accepted as a complete col- 
lapse of the bull syndicate in wheat. The 
full significance of the crash will probably 
not be known for several days. While 
Rosenfeld and Dresbach were supposed to 
be acting for John W. Mackay, James C. 
Flood and other large stockholders of the 
Nevada Bank, the deals were all made in 
their name, and all contracts were made 
personally with them without any addi- 
tional guarantees. When the corner broke 
on August 3d, Dresbach and Rosen- 
feld agreed to pay the difference between 
$2.07 and $1.70 per cental, or 37 cents per 
cental, in fcur monthly payments. The 
first payment fell due September ist. The 
price of wheat fell steadily to $1.30, but the 
bull clique was expected to be able to carry 
their big load, and the announcement was 
made two days ago that the first install- 
ment of money would be paid as agreed. 
The announcement today, therefore, that 
thé two big brokers would repudiate their 
paper was a last straw and was accepted as 
a final surrender, and all the enormous 
losses, with the exception of possibly $2,- 
000,000 advanced by the bull clique early in 
the deal, are to fall upon brokers and others 
who had dealings with these two, repre- 
sentatives of other people. 

A BAD DEAL. 

Their identity has not been discovered. 
There is considerable excitement on the 
street, but no failures have yet been re- 
corded, and while many of the big houses 
have been hit very hard, the hope is ex- 
_—— that they will be able to pull 
hrough. The feeling is very bitter amon 
the dealers, and the entire deal is spoken o 
as one of the worst in the history of the 


The street is practically at sea regarding 
the outcome, and few can be found to hazard 
an opinion as to the result. The fact is 
well settled that firms having unsettled 
contracts with Dresbach and Rosenfeld will 
have to bear with the big losses growing 
out of the deal.

WHAT ROSENFELD SAYS. 

John Rosenfeld, in explanation of the de- 
cision reached by himself and Dresbach to 
not carry out their contracts, said: “We 
have paid out all the money we had, and 
can get no more accommodation at the banks 
and have had to = That is all there is 
in it. Some one will make a great deal of 
money out of this; for those who have the 
coin (I mean people in England) will be 
able to pick up the wheat we are holding, 
atasong. If we could have qunes more 
time we might have pulled hrough, but 
now all is overwith us.” 

BADLY SQUEEZED. . 

After returning the original deposit 
money of buyers and sellers at the rate of $9 
per ton on 103,000 tons named in the agree- 
ment of August 3d,and which reduced the 
margins from $2.15 per cental to $2.05, Dres- 
back add Rosenfeld*had further margined 
down 40,000 tons to $1.70. They paid out 
large sums for this purpose during the last 
few days, and today was the day when the 
balance fell due. It would require about 
#400,000 to meet this part of the agreement. 
‘The inability of Dresbach and Rosenfeld to 
pay out any more money therefore leaves 
about 60,000 tons of wheat in the hands of 
holders, standing them in $2.05 per cental, 
which cannot be sold except at pens prices. 
Of 10,000 tons of wheat placed by Dresbach 
and Rosenfeld in the hands of the Directors 
of the Produee Exchange as security for the 
fulfillment of the agreement of August 3d, 
about tons now remain, the balance 
having been released, as the margin money 
was returned. This 5000 tons, which could 
not be sold today at over $26 a ton, or $156,- 
000, is all that the owners, of the 60,000 tons, 
costing $2.05 per cental, or $1,230,000, have 
to secure them against loss.

It declares 
that Russia disapproves Prince Ferdinand’s 
act and deems it a gross violation of the 
treaty.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


Russian Soldiers on the Chinese 
Frontier—The American Bank. 

‘SAN FrRANcisco, Aug. 27.—[{By the As- 
sociated Press.|. The steamship Belgic 
arrived this afternoon from Hong Kong and 
Yokohama, having made the voyage from 
the latter port in fourteen days. 

Mail advices from China state that 2000 
soldiers have been dispatched to join the 
Tartar General’s forces in Ili, a report hav- 
ing been made to the throne that there were 
10.000 Kussian soldiers on the frontier. 

AMERICAN-CHINESE BANK. 

Chinese papers speak at considerable 
length on the proposed American Chinese 
bank. Negotiations for establishing the 
proposed bank are said to have been con- 
ducted successfully by Count Mitkiewiez on 
behalf of a Philade oe syndicate. The 
capital is to be half Chinese and the man- 
agement jointly Chinese and American. 

1 Government loans are to be negotiated 
by the bank and all payments for war 
material, public works and foreign em- 
bassies are to be made through the bank. 
Paper money is to be issued under the Gov- 
ernment’s sanction and the mint 1s to be 
under charge of the bank. The same sydi- 
dicate is given large privileges for the con- 
duct of telephone business. 

JAPANESE AFFAIRS, 

Yokohama advices state that a draft of 
the Japanese Civil Code having been com- 
piled and printed it is now being translated 
into English and French. This work must 
be accomplished before the revision of the 
treaties can be resumed. 

White Cross societies have been formed in 
Yokohama and throughout Japan to reform 
the social evils of the country. The mem- 
bers of this society wear a silver cross on 
their breast as a sign.

John Owen Snider, the now world-wide 
famous pedestrian, has purchased himself a 
little farm of forty acres within four miles 
of this city, and out in the rear of his dwell- 
ing we found him at his endless, never- 
ending task—tramp, tramp, tramp, on and 
on, never faltering, flagging or tiring of his 
weariless journey. ‘The thermometer regis- 
tered 110 degrees in the sun, yet about his 
beaten track, amidst its glare, glitter and 
burning rays, on he went, as unconcerned 
about its melting heat as if amid the coolest 
shades of autumn, Nota particle of per- 
spiration was apparent—he was as lithe of 
form, as quick of step, as congenial, pleas- 
ant and ready to converse as nearly three 
years ago, When we first met him on his 
tireless amp. We accosted him with 
“Good morning, Uncle John.” He said 
“Good morning” as cheerily and pleasant 
as though on a quiet stroll. 

“Well, Uncle John, you are still on your 
endless walk?” 

“Yes, sir,” said he, “andl am now con- 
vinced it will be an endless tramp with me, 
and will only end when [ am dead.” 

“Can you stop a moinent to converse with 
an old friend?” 

‘*‘As muchas I would like to, I dare not. 
I cannot do so.” 

“Can’t you lie down to rest at night?” 

“No, sir. IL have been in bed only once in

“I do, only when they try to convince me 
Iam a crank, crazy or a hypochondriac. I 
am neither. I would be a fool to tram 
about for nearly three — day and nigh 
for at least twenty hours out of every 
twenty-four. Crank, crazy, or fool, I would 
give out in that time, sure.”’ :

versing with friends, e calculate that 
now he has been walking over 1000 days, 
twenty hours out of the twenty-tour. 

At the rate ot four miles an hour, eighty 
miles a day, he now has encompassed fully 
80,000 miles—over three times around the 
world—in less than three years, and yet his 
journey is not ended. 

In a conversation with the family about 
Mr. Snider we were informed by them that 
he never murmured or complained at his lot, 
was always pleasant and cheerful, and that 
often he would walk for an hour at a time, 
supported by some member of the family, 
sound asleep, snoring so loudly as to be 
heard several rods away; that in sleeping he 
sat in the armchair near the circle, and 
while sleeping sat erect, breathed easily, 
and on waking at once began his task. 

Every inducement, every device, every ef- 
fort at command had been resorted to to get 
him to forego his — yet, while he lis- 
tened to their suggestions and pleadings, 
he would answer them, “It is impossible to 
stop,” and “It would be suicide to do so.”

DENVER (Colo.), Aug. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}|—A News special from Range- 
ley, Colo., at: 10a. m., by courier to Glen- 
wood Springs via Meeker, says: The fight 
occurred at a place six miles west of the 
range, in alittle caiion between the moun- 
tains. The Indians had planned an am- 
bush, but the scouts discovered itand re- 
treated. The Indians then opened fire and 
Maj. Leslie commanded the scouts, who 
were augmented by Maj. Hooper’s Aspen 
volunteers, to return the fire from behind 
the rocks. The Indians showed themselves 
and fought desperately, and upon the first 
concentrated fire of the troops two Indians 
fell and one white man. Dr. Dumont, of 
Meeker, with the Kendall band, was 
wounded. For three hours the battle 
raged incessantly. Then the Utes re- 
treated to the timber, and only skir- 
mish shots were fired during the day. 
Jack Ward, one of Kendall’s men, was shot 
down during the first part of the fight. The 
whites saw eight Indians dragged behind 
the line.

CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVI- 
DENOE MISLMADS, 


HOW 


And Often Causes Innocent Persons 
to Be Convicted of Crime—A Chi- 
cago Doctor's Sensational Narra- 
tive in Illustration.

Since the creation of the world there 
has hardly been a crime committed in 
which circumstantial evidence has not 
played a more or less important part in 
the detection of its author. at in 
many cases it has been later discovered 
innocent ple have been made to 
suffer for the wrong doing of others is 
well known, and occasionally persons 
are found who insist that they would 


- not vote to convict a prisoner even if 


the circumstantial evidence was very 
strong. A lawyer and a doctor were 
discussing the subject a few evenings 
ago, and three illustrations were given 
in which grave mistakes had been made. 
The first will perhaps be remembered 
by old residents of Chicago, owing to 
the wide neg which the case ob- 
tained. ly one morning a youn 
man the 
bridge coming to his work in 
the business part of the city. 
At that hour comparatively few 
persons were astir, and there was prob 
ably no one within a half a_ block of 
him in either direction. 
bridge there was a vacant space which 
led back to the river. The young man 
saw lying there, near the sidewalk, 
a pocketbook and picked it up. At 
that instant he heard a pistol-shot. 
While he was standing there, with the 
pocketbook in his hhnd, an officer and 
a number of citizens gathered around 
him, having heard the report. Bac 
near the river they found a man in the 
throes of death, with a bullet-hole in 
his head. On his person were found 
letters bearing ‘his name and ad- 
dress. The young man was asked to 
show the pocketbook seen in his hand, 
and, to his horror, it contained cards 
bearing the same inscription as the, 
letters. He endeavored to explain how 
the property of the dead man came into 
his sion; but he was not be- 
lieved; and was locked up and charged 
with murder and robbery. 
ln a few weeks the case came to trial 
and the young man told his story, but 
it had no ip se against the damaging 
testimony of half a dozen witnesses for 
the prosecution, who had seen the 
ket-book in his possession the morn- 
ng of the murder.

The Difference. 
A business man will sometimes say: 
I have tried all kinds of advertising,

This idea we 
notice, however, is not shared by any 
considerable number, in fact it is often 
brought to thg notice of the Reporter 
that this kind Of advertising has about 
had its day. In proof of this, take 
the case of any well-known article, or 
medicine, or commodity. Has the suc- 
cess, which is evident and acknowi- 
edged, been attained by the sending 
out of circulars, or painting of rocks 
and fences, no matter how elaborately? 
We think not. The secret of judicious 
advertising is found in the liberal use 
of leading periodicals and papers. The 
circular system may do for a small busi- 
ness, but it is too often a waste of 
printer’s ink, which, if rightly applied, 
would show astonishing results. A prom- 
inent advertising agent has said that 
‘judicious advertising is the keystone 
of success.’’0 We do not.think any one 
will gainsay this, but opinions some- 
times differ as to the manner of appli- 
cation. In the city of New York there 
are probably as many different ways of 
throwin 
advertising as in any business that we 
know of, and these advertisements ap- 
pear in the most unlooked-for places, 
too. Enterprise is certainly displayed, 
but does it pay? is the point. Take the 
following, for instance: A short time 
since the writer had occasion to visit a 
country town within fifty miles of New 
York, and was quietly riding along the 
highway, nearly five miles from the 
nearest railroad, and thinking of any- 
thing but advertising, when sudden i 
“Soap,” in all its accustomed beauty (?)

board. 

Perry moved that three physicians, 
one of whom must be versed in the Ltalian 
language, be appointed to go from house to 
house and vaccinate the inmates, at salaries 
of $5 per day; and that a public vaccination 
office be opened on the corner of Broadway 
and Montgomery avenue. 

The Doctor was of the opinion that the 
northern section of the city, particularly the 
vicinity designated in his motion, required 
particular attention. 

The other members of the board agreed 
with him, and the motion was carried. 

Dr. Rosenstein introduced a_ resolution 
providing that the floor and furniture’ of 
every house in whicha case of smallpox is 
discovered be thoroughly scrubbed with a 
solution of bichloride of mercury, and that 
the mattresses and bedding in such houses 
be destroyed; also that the carpets be 
taken up and washed ina similar solution. 

After considerable discussion the resolu- 
tion was adopted, with the er a 
that all property destroyed should be pai 
for by the city. 

Health Officer Meares was instructed to 
immediately commence a house-to-house 
vaccination in every block in which a case 
of sinallpox has been discovered. 

On motion of Dr. Clinton, the Chief of 
Police was requested to detail three officers 
to inspect the houses in the districts in 
which smallpox was discovered.

TEMPERANCE REPUBLICANS. 


Summary of the Temperance Legis- 
lation Enacted by the HKepublican 
Legislature The Third Party 
Strong—An Appeal. 


[The following address is reprinted 
in full in these columns because of the 
importance of the questions therein dis- 
cussed—questions that begin to’ press 
for consideration—upon the great polit- 
ical parties in all the States.—Ep.

To the Temperanee ns of Mass- 

npera Republicans of 


- At the outset of another political 
campaign ws caJl your attention to the 
importance of nominating and electing 
Officials and members of the Legisla- 
ture who can be relied upon to promote 
temperance measures. Itis apparent 
that one of the most vital issues of the 


future—an issue in which labor and 
capital and the general welfare of all 
are involved—is that nst the des- 


potism of the saloon with its political 
and pecuniary exactions. There may 
be different opinions as to methods of 
meeting the evils of intemperance, but 
there can be no difference among ull 


- who have regard for the security of so- 


ciety and for good government in munic- 
ipality and in Commonwealth, as to the 

arming power and tyranny of the 
grog shop and the whole liquor inter- 
est. We believe the better sentiment 
of Massachusetts is for its suppression 
and certainly will not submit to see it 
extend its control of our State and lo- 
cal government. Thus far our legisla- 
tion has for many years been steadily 
tending, under Republican auspices, to 
its restriction. It has resisted this 
with all the force and ingenuity that 
are to be expected of its immense pe- 
cuniary interests and resources. It 
has had the open and powerful 
support of the Democratic party, which 
as a party has, as the votes of the mass 
of its representatives show, sustained 
it in every effort to repeal existing re- 
strictive statutes and to prevent the 
enactment of new ones like the nota- 
ble and indispensable Metropolitan 
Police law. Strangely enough it has 
also been indirectly aided by the third 
ang movement,and to that is indbted 

r the defeat in the last Legislature 
of the Constitutional.—Prohibitory- 
Amendment-submission, if not’ also 
of several valuable temperance meas- 
ures. However honest may be the 
leaders of this movement, it seems im- 
possible that they can be blind to the 
result of their action or that they can 
justify it unless they desire the defeat 
of the Republican party more than the 
promotion of the cause they profess. 


A year ago the Republican party in its | P 


platform recommended the submission 
of a constitutional prohibitory amend- 
ment. Though many Republicans, as 
earnest as any to suppress the dram- 


shop, thought that everything which 


can be done by constitutional amend- 
ment, can be done as well by statute, 
still they joined cordially in this step. 
toward having an expression of the 
ular will on a fundamental ques- 
on of long standing, and of morals 
rather than of party. The recommen- 
dation was therefore made by an over- 
whelming majority, yet with a small 
minority opposed. This was at 
once a_ notice that in the 
coming Legislature there would 
be that party a  correspond- 
ing minority,. not representing the 
party as a whole, but necessitating in 
e fall election the support, by all 
temperance voters, of Senators an 
Representatives who would vote for th 
submission of such anamendment. In 


_ spite of this necessity, the third party 


eliberately attempted the defeat of 
well-known temperance Republicans, 
although it was certain that their de- 
feat would be the election of Demo- 
crats who would vote against the sub- 
mission of the amendment. In some 
twelve or fifteen instances this scheme 
succeeded, and the result is that a two- 
thirds vote in the House was impos- 
sible. A transfer of four votes from 
the negative to the affirmative would 
have n sufficient, but more than 
three times that number, who would 
otherwise have been available, had been 
kept at home by those who now charge 
the Republican party with the failure. 


_ Itis to the credit of that party, also 


that in the recent Legislature it passe 
more temperance measures than have 
been enacted in any preyious session 
for many years— measures, too, of 
practical and substantial value. Its 
committee reported sixteen 
bills, of which six were lost by lack of 
sufficient votes and ten were enacted 
into law. Of these ten 

Chapter 53 renders more summary 
and less expensive the destruction of 
forfeited liquors. 

Chapter 206 makes all club houses 
where liquors are sold in license towns to 
be nuicances, as they are already in 
no-license towns. 

Chapter 323 makes more stringent 
the right of adjoining real estate owners 
to object to the grant ofa license. 

Chapter 365 forbids liquor sales -in 
cases of riots or public excitement. 

Chapter 380 gives the Equity Court 
power to summarily suppress liquor 
nuisances by an injunction. 

Chapter 392 radically provides that 
conviction for violation of a license 
shall of itself void the license at once. 
‘ Chapter 406 authorizes search for and 
seizure of illicit liquor furniture and 
implements in the same way as with 
gamblers or counterfeiters. 

_ Chapter 414 makes liquor placards, 
signs, advertisements or United States 


receipts prima facie evidence that 


liquors are kept for sale. 

Chapter 431 still further limits sales 
by druggists and apothecaries. 

Chapter 443 requires the vote on the 
license question to be taken in ballot 
boxes which most guard against fraud. 

On the bill to repeal the law which 
prevents the pigeonholing of liquor 

rosecutions, of the 81 yeas of the 

ouse 60 were Democrats; of the 105 
nays 96 were Republicans. 

On the bill forfeiting license for an 
violation, of 103 yeas 96 were publi- 
cans; of 66 nays 49 were Democrats. 

On ordering to third reading the bill 
limiting the number of licenses to be 


‘issued, of 139 yeas 124 were Repub- | 


licans; of 72 nays 61 were Democrats. 

On engrossment of bill to still further 
restrict licenses by making fees there- 
for at a very high figure, of 126 yeas 
119 were Republicans; of 79 nays 65 
were Democrats, Gov. Ames and the 
temperance Republicans not favoring 
high license, and only as an improve- 
ment over low license. On the first 
vote on the submission of the amend- 
ment, of 142 votes for: it in the House 
129 were Republicans; of the 77 votes 
against it 56 were Democrats. A trans- 
fer of 4 would have been 73 against 
and 146, or two-thirds, in favor. In the 
Senate, which especially suffered from 
the action of the third party in defeat- 
ing temperance Republicans, the vote 
was 15 in favor to 10 inst, no Dem- 
ocrat voting in affirmative.

movement, Experience shows that 


the result of that step is, on the one 
hand. aay to weaken the party which 
stands for all the temperance measures 
we have been able to maintain, if not 
all that public sentiment would make 
of any practical value, and on the other, 
to strengthén the party which 
would break down all barriers 
against the liquor traffic and 
rum rule. There is no _ esca 

from this cold fact. The inevitable 
logic of last year is that if the partial 
success of the third party in defeating 
the return of a dozen or more temper- 
ance members of the Legislature just 
so far defeated temperence legislation, 
its further success the same direc- 
tion will just so much further defeat 
temperance legislation. Carry it to its 
full length in the defeat of a Republi- 
can and the election of a Democratic 
Legislature, and the saloon has tri- 
umphed. It is true we cannot have 
everything to suit us; we cnnnot push 
our reform as fast and as far as we 
would; the great bodies through which 
public sentiment works into action 
move with slow and lurching step. 
But we insist that looking back over 
the ve of recent years, seeing 
that in Maine, Iowa and Kansas con- 
stitutional prohibition is a success un- 
der Republican lead, and rembering 
that in our own Commonwealth the 
aye bulk of the Republican party 
8 in sympathy with the temperance 
and anti-saloon movement, and has 
as aparty,in the very last session of 
the Legislature, arrayed itself on that 
side, it is not the part of wisdom, it is 
not in the interest of the cause we all 
have at heart, to slaughter it, and 
thereby destroy the only a “ree J by 
which we have had or are likely to 
have any temperance legislation at all. 
A live party that does something is 
better than a theoretical one that does 
nothing but handicap its friends and 
fortify the very enemy it fears. Is it 
not best to goin for practical results 


rather than to beat the air? Shall we 


not see to it, wherever possible in a Re- 
publican constituency, that to the cau- 
cus and convention and tothe Senate 
and the House there be_ sent 
temperance MJepublicans? If our 
thir party riends, most of 
them in sympathy with the Re- 
publican its litical 
creed, its splendid national his and 
the character of its members, will, in- 
stead of standing aloof, come into its 
rimary meetings, join in influencing 
its selection of its candidates and in 
electing them, and will put into that 
work half the zeal and activity which 
some of them, mistakenly we think, ex- 
pend in defeating it and thereby in 
aiding the saloon by aiding into power 
its a iy the Democratic party, they 
will alike promote the cause they pro- 
fess, and secure that influence over 
public tentiment which they certainly 
cannot secure either by isolation or by 
raising their hands against their own 
household. Is it a good thing, even in 
the interest of temperance, to supplant 
the Republican government of Massa- 
chusetts with the extravagant and un- 
savory Democratic liquor power of the 
city of Boston? |

TAE IMPORTANCE OF PROPER/| 


TRAINING. | 
Some Choice Recipes—Girls May Be 
Taught to Be Practical—The Fath- 


er’s Treatment of His Daughters—/| 


How to Make Them Helpful. 


I think that the broadness of a young 
girl’s character depends a good deal uip- 
on the relations which she sus- 
tains with her father. Fathers do not 
generally realize this. A mother may 
be wise and good, a woman of large 
culture, and may train her daughters 
carefully and wisely, but still they will 
not develop that strength of character, 
that capability of grasping entire situ- 
ations as well as general details, which 
they would if the father had a hand in 
their education, and trained them to a 
knowledge of business and the methods 
of the outside world. But how many 
fathers there are who give no thought 
tothe mental development of their 
daughters, farther than providing for 
their instructions in the schools and 
colleges of the country. A father 
does not generally discuss the same 
themes with his wife and daughters 
that he does with his sons and other 
men. Politics, statesmenship, science, 
national advancement and business are 
themes all ignored when he sits down 
with them, and if he_ talks of 
anythin it is of the last 
party they attended, the new dress 
that is desired, or perhaps the last 
novel they have read, or the last social 
sensation. Girls are too often treated 
as if they were merely designed to be 
ornamental, instead of practical and 
useful in whatever sphere they may be 
called to fill. Many a girl’s life is 
wrecked when thrown-upon her own 
resources, through her ignorance of 
financial and business affairs. 

Girls are not equipped, as they 
should be, by intelligent and practical 
training, to take broad and comprehen- 
sive views of things in the world of 
business and of general endeavor. 

Girls should be the companions of 
their fathers and brothers, should 
share in all their interests, and should 
learn of them those lessons which are 
of practical importance when one is 
called upon tolend a helping hand in 
the struggle for existence. 

Education should be made to fit us 
for the business of living—of living so 
that we can make the most of our cap- 
abilities and of our opportunities for 
usefullness. Girls want decided char- 
acter, strength of purpose, clearness of 
judgment, promptness of action and 
self-reliance no less than boys. Train 
them rightly and they will have all 
these. Let the father show them con- 
fidence, consideration and helpfulness, 
make them his companions, familiar 
with his busines and its duties, and my 
word for it, if adversity overtakes him, 
his daughters will prove no less helpful, 
and no less self-reliant than his sons.

Formula for a mixture that will make

Mix well 
and mould into a brick. Cover with 


| bits of salt pork and bread crumbs. Put 


a coffeecup of water in the pan and 
baste often. Bake one hour. 

In making soups to keep over one 
day it should be remembered that 
cooked vegetables in hot weather do 
not keep as well as cooked meat extract. 
Therefore, in oe meat soups (or 
stocks) that are to be flavored with veg- 
etables do not add these to the soup 
until the day it is to be used, and only 
then in just the quantity you wish to 
use that day. 

An easy method of preserving cream 
for several weeks, or even months, is to 
dissolve in water an equal weight of 
white sugar with the cream to be pre- 
served, using only just enough water to 
melt the sugar, and make a rich syrup. 
Boil this, and while hot add the cream, 
stirring them well ther. Wher 
put it into a botttle and cork it 
well. 

Orange Pie—Rind of one orange 
grated, juice of two, six tablespoons- 
ful of sugar, yelks of four eggs, one 
cupful of milk, one tablespoonful of 
flour, a little salt; while baking beat 
the whites of eggs with two table- 
spoonsful of sugar, put on the pie and 
brown. Usethis same recipe for lemon 
pie, using water with lemon in the 
place of milk.—{Toledo Blade. 

Camphor to Expel Mosquitoes.—Take 
of gum camphor a piece about one-third 
the size of a hen’s egg, and evaporate 
it by placing it in a tin vessel, and 
holding it over a lamp, taking care that 
it does not ignite. Thesmoke will soon 
fill the room, and expel the mosquitoes, 
and not one will be found in the room 
the next morning, even though the 
windows are left open all night. 

Scallo Mutton.—Quarter pound 
cook in boiling salted water, drain, and 
pour cold water through it; cut in one- 
quarter-inch pieces. Put a layer of 
this in a baking dish, then a layer of 
cold roast mutton cut in small pieces, 
then tomato sauce, then mace and nut- 
meg, until all is used. Cover with but- 
tered crumbs and bake one-half hour. 

Receips for Canning Corn-To one quart 
of corn take one scant teaspoonful of 
tartaric acid, dissolved in water enough 
to cover the corn. Let your corn come 
to a boil,*then put in cans and seal up. 
When you open the cans to use it put 
in soda to counteract the tartaric acid. 
Put the cornin new tin cans and grease 
the insideof the cans. Do not fill the’ 
cans quite full, as the corn swells after 
it is put in them. Ne 

Blackberry Syrup.—Express the juice 
from the desired quantity of berries. 
For each pint of this juice take one 
pound of brown sugar, one pint of 
water and boil to a thick syrup. When 
done mix the blackberry juice and 
syrup together and boil for twenty min- 
utes, stirring constantly. Take off the 
fire and add a wineglassful of brandy 


for each —: of syrup. When per- 
fectly cold, bottle and cork down tightly 
for use. 


Stewed Cucumbers—Three large cu- 
cumbers cut lengthwise the size of the 
dish they are intended to be served in; 
tuke out the seeds and put them into 
boiling water with a little salt, and let 
them simmer for five minutes, then 
pace them in another saucepan with

Hints on Setting Hens—How Eggs 
May Be Preserved. | 

H. B. Geer gives the following hints 

in the Southern Cultivator, on setting 


hens: 

We place the nests for our setters 

right on the ground. It is customary 
th me to make the nests after this 


spot in or about the chicken-house and 
joosen up the earth. Then I wet it 
thoroughly and place about it a wooden 
frame with neither top nor bottom. 
Then fill in on ae of the wet earth 
with dry dirt, to the depth of two or 


three inches, shaping it into the right 
form for a nest. Within this space 

ut fresh green grass, and on it place 

eeggs. The result is a cool moist 
nest, that is both gratifying to the hen 
and beneticial to the eggs. And _as‘a 
result nearly every egg hatches. When 
hatched, however, I do not take the 
chickens from the nest until the 
youngest one is fully twenty-four hours 
old, for I believe they need hovering 
more than food during the first day of 
their existence. From the nest they are 
takentoaratand cat-proof canvas cov- 
ered bottomless coop, which is inside of a 
chicken-proof pen about ten feet 
square. Sawdust or sand is placed in- 
side the coop, and the hen and her 
brood deposited there directly from the 
nest. The hen is fed first on whole 
grain, and then when she is pretty well 
satisfied, the first feed for the little 
chicks is placed before them, which 
consists of hard-boiled egg and potato 
crumbled up together. The potato is 
alternated with oatmeal uncooked. A 
little meat is given them every other 
day, and occasionally a little red 


is thoroughly dusted with Persian 
insect powder as soon as taken from 
the nest, and twice a week thereafter 
for the first three weeks. The chickens 
are fed four and five times a day as 
above described, and they thrive won- 
derfully when so cared for. They; are 
oo all the fresh water they de- 


‘ Preserving Eggs. 

rhe a a given by a writer in 
the Prairie Farmer as the “lime 
method’”’ of preserving eggs: 

One bushel of stone lime, eight quarts 
of salt, 250 quarts of water. The lime 
must be of the best quality, free from 
sand and dirt—lime that will slack 
white, fine and clean. The salt must 
be clean, and the water pure and sweét 
—free from all vegetable or decomposed 
matter. Slack the lime with part of 
water and then add the rest of the 
water and the salt. Stir it well three 
or four times at intervals, and then let 
it stand until well settled and cold. 
Dip or draw off the clear pickle into the 
casks or vat in which it is intended to 
preserve the eggs. When the cask or 
vat is filled to the depth of fifteen or 
eighteen inches, begin to put in the 
eggs, and when they lie abonta foot 
deep spread around over them some of 
the pickle that is a little milky in ap- 
pearance, made so be stirring up some 
of the light lime particles which 
settled last. and continue doing this 
as each lot of eggs is added. The ob- 
ject of this is to have the fine lime 
drawn into the pores of the shells, as it 
will be, by a kind of inductive pe ogy 
and thereby completely seal the egg. 
Care should be taken not to get too 
much of this lime 8s, not 
enough to settle and stick to the shells, 
thereby rendering them difficult to 
clean when taken out. If too little 
lime is used the whites of the eggs will 
be thin and watery. When the eggs 
are within three or four inches of the 
top of the vat, cover with a piece of 
coarse white cotton cloth, and spread 
on two or three inches of the lime that 
settled in making the pickle, and the 

ickle must always be kept up over this 

me. A_ long-handl tin basin, 
punched full of holes and the edge 
muffled with leather, will be found con- 
venient for putting the eggs into the 
pickle. Fill the basin with eggs, put it 
under the pickle, and turn the eggs out 
carefully to avoid breaking. 
LIVE STOCK. 
The Danger of Over-Feeding Where 
Ensilage is Used. 
{American Cultivator. ] 

It is fitty years or more since Josiah 
Quincy wrote on the advantages of 
soiling stock. Since then the practice 
has been growing in favor. Ensilaging 
food is an adaptation of soiling, so as 
to secure succulent rather than dry 
food in winter. Almost all farmers, 
and especially those keeping cows for 
milk, practice soiling partially and in- 
cidentally. They Lge pieces of fodder- 
corn to be cut and fed green, and occa- 
sionally millet and Hungarian grass to 
vary the «diet. All this is done to sup- 
plement the deficiencies of pastures, 
and it is performed in the way requir- 
ing least time and labor. Frequently 
a loaded wagon is drawn into the pas- 
ture lot and a whole load of corn fod- 
der scattered over the ground. Cattle 
will pick up this feed greedily at drst, 
but it soon becomes soiled and unpal- 
atable. The dried-up stalks remain 
uneaten. and have no value except for 
mulch or manure. 

When cows are stabled and entire 
soiling is practiced, over-feeding is 
more commonly than anything else a 
cause of failure. In the pasture some 
grass may still be gathered. and if 
cows get a partial feed of corn fodder 
they may yet do well, though at great 
waste of feed. But in the stable the 
case is worse still. There the cows 
may be really starving with an abund- 
ance of stale food before her. Green 
herbage of any kind, when merely 
breathed on by animals, soon becomes 
so offensive to them that they will be 
very hungry before eating it. In most 
cases farmers feed igorantly. They 
have not time, perhaps, to wait and see 
how much the cow actually requires, 
so they caleulate to put plenty ae

High 
feeding and constant stabling are 
itively injurious to these ponies. 
ey should, if practicable, have their 
heads loose. and be assigned rough 
astures.

Though they will stand the immediate 
consequence of an over feed better 
than an ordinary horse—a surfeit of 
wet clover, which might be fatal to the 
one, not more than temporarily incon- 
veniencing the other—yet the rich fare 
in time tends to enfeeble the smaller 
race, more especially as from early 
scarcity they are, as a rule, of an un- 
bounded stomach. They should have 
unfailing access to water at all 
times; no animal suffers sooner or more 
seriously from the consequences of 
thirst. And once more, if your pony 
is kept outside, as he always should be, 
save, perhaps, in the severest weather, 
when an open shed will do for cover, 
do not take from him, by undue trim- 
ming and reckless clipping, the abund- 
ant hair with which nature has pro- 
vided him as a covering and defense. 
T):e coat will of itself become thinner 
and finer on better diet. The poorer 
the fare the closer and thicker the 
coat. An ill-fed pony runs all to hair 
and hoof. Clip your pony’s tail as lit- 
tle as possible; it is enough if it keep 
clear of the ground. A flowing mane 
and tail are the Shetlands pony’s chief 
ornament, and the latter its most effec- 
tual means of warding off the attacks 
of summer insects, as well as its warm- 
est covering from the wintry blast. 


HORTICULTURAL. 


Peculiar Diseases of Apricot Trees— 

. A Hardy Olive. 

At the last meeting of the State Hor- 
ticultural Society, Rev. M. Ougerth, of 
Alameda, read the following essay: 

At the last meeting of your society, 
a very important essay was read in re- 
lation to the apricot and all that con- 
cerns its cultivation. I regret not hav- 
ing been able to attend the meeting, so 
as to follow its very interesting and 
instructive discussion. Being myself a 
pomologist, I take the greatest inter- 
est in the matter. I now take the 
liberty to call your attention to the ex- 
perience [had with a certain peculiar- 
arity of the apricot tree. Three times 
I had an opportunity (twice in my own 
orchard and once in that of my neigh- 
bor) to observe paralysis on two apricot 
trees from five to six years old, grafted 
on English Paradise. The symptoms 
were in every case the same. All three 
trees excelled by surprisingly exuberant, 
growth, by very healthy ee and b 
abundant normally developed fruit. t 
observed these three cases in different 
years, but they all occurred at the 
same time of the season—that is 
toward the end of June. 

In the morning the trees appeared to 
be in full health; shortly after 10 
o’clock the stems of the leaves sud- 
denly became weak, and every leaf, 
without exception, hung lifeless on the 
tree. in the afternoon the fruit and 
the bark began to shrink, and in forty- 
eight hours all leaves and young shoo 
were entirely withered, and the fruit 
shrunk and nearly dried up. I tested 
two trees with the knife, and found 
that paralysis and death had taken 
place from the grafting point upward; 
whereas, the part below the graft, that 
is, the trunk, neck of the root, and all 
roots, had remained intact and per- 
fectly sound. I understand that simi- 
lar cases have occurred in California. 
I, therefore, state the method to _pre- 
vent the same. | 

According to information collected 
from many parties, it results that no 
weakly tree is attacked with paralysis, 
but only those which exhibit too exhu- 
berant growth; therefore these alone 
require careful watching. To prevent 
the paralysis, simply bend a branch or 
bough of medium size so as to break it, 

y of the tree. necessary, a slight 
cut may be made with a saw or pe 
wise, so as to facilitate the breaking. 
Let the branch, with all its fruits and 
leaves, hang on the tree until the fol- 
lowing spring ; then cut it off and cover 
the wound properly. Every single 
fruit on the tree thus treated will fully 
ripen, and the tree itself wi!l soon 
show moderate, normal growth. The 
very greatest care should be taken 
when cutting off the branch in the 
spring time not to make a wrong cut, 
so as not to stimulate the wood growth, 
which would increase. the tendency to 
paralysis instead of decreasing it. 

There are cases of ial paralysis, 
where only one branch is struck by it : 
in such cases the tree,as a rule, re- 
covers. Nature, in such instances, has 
hel herself and produced that effect 
which man does by breaking the branch. 


A Hardy Olive. 
; (The Garden.] 

The Olea Fragrans olive, remarkable 
for the delicious fragrance of its blos- 
soms, will strike fairly well from cut- 
tings, but to get up a stock quickly by 
far the better plan is to graft them on 
young, vigorous stocks of the Privet, 
with which they readily unite and form 
a oe union. The stocks are best if 
established in small pots for the purpose, 
but if they arenot at hand young, clean 
plants can be carefully lifted from the 
open ground and potted. Side grafting 
is the method usually followed, but it 
matters little as long as the two por- 
tions fit well together. If possible a twig 
should be left on the plant above the 
graft to maintain a constant circulation 
of sap till a union takes place. After 
grafting the plants must be kept ina 
close frame, either with or without a 
little heat, till the scions commence to 

ow, when they should be at once 

ardened off. The hardy Osmanthuses 
can also be propagated under exactly 
the same conditions and using the same 
stocks as for the Olea. At the same 
time they will strike for cuttings, but 
as in the case of the other, grafted 
plants make the quicker progress dur- 
ing their earlier stages. Standards of 
the Osmanthus may be formed by graft- 
ing them on tall, stout stems of the 
Privet. All they require is to be kept 
close till a union is completed. The 
stocks, if too tall to stand upright in 
the frame, can be laid down, as this 
does not affect the progress of the union 
in any way, provided they are stood up 
and watered when necessary. 


Injuries to Potato Foliage. 
{American Cultivator. ] 

It does not require the entire destruc- 
tion of potato vines to injure the yield 
and quality of the crop. Where the 
larve of potato-bugs begin eating the 
vine, but are stopped, the plant puts 
out new leaves and does its best to 
repair the damage. But if the injury 
has gone far the crop is spoiled. An 
other attack on foliage is just ds ba 
as the dreaded bugs. Weonce knewa 
man who thought todo asmart thing 
by cutting down his potato vine with a 
scythe when the bugs began operations. 
He got rid of pose and bugs 
gether at one blow. Others have unin-

There are 
occasionally persons with taste so per- 
verse that they prefer a moist, 
potato to one dry and mealy. Still, 
according to the general liking, the 
better foliage a potato has the better 
its quality and greater its yield. It is 
therefore likely that few or none will 
purposely allow their potatoes to be- 
come defoliated when it is possible to 
prevent it. 


Rough on Florida. 

{Pacific Rural Press.] 
We are disposed to sympathize with 
our sister beside the guif in her many 
bereavements and afflictions. Her cup 
was not full, it seems, when she lost 
her winter-boarder business, and the 
hosts came to plant the boom idea in 
Southern Califurnia, where it flourishes 
far more vigorously and substantially 
than it ever did in Florida. But it was 
not enough to be deserted and alone off 
in her corner on the way to nowhere. 
Even greater humiliation is to be 
heaped upon her. It is telegraphed 
from New York that a sort of an agri- 
cultural SPY, sent out by the Italian 
Government to see what American en- 
terprise is doing and can do in the 
production of Mediterranean fruits, 
reports that ‘Florida soil is not fit for 
the growth of oranges,’”’ anyway.

BOWN iN A COAL MINE DIGGING 


DUSKY DIAMONDS. 


‘The Outlook for Supplying a Million 
People with Fuel—What Coal Is 
and Where It Came From—Review 
of the California Coal Lands. 


LUCERNE, Aug. 20.—[{Correspond- 
ence of Tar Times.] Three years ago 
the prospectors of the mountains of 
Southern California were looking for 
gold, now they are searching for some- 
thing in which there is more money, so 
to speak; in other words, coal. ‘The 
great problem of the future of this 

country is fuel,’ said a gentleman in- 
terested in the development of the min- 
eral resources of Southern California, 
and judging by the way our country is 
becoming settled up from Santa Bar- 
bara to San Diego, we shall be brought 
face to face with a difficulty before we 
know it. Greasewood, eucalyptus and 
our other woods are all right, but we 
can now use them up as fast a3 they 
can be supplied, and greasewood roots, 
while they may be very ornamental and 
amusing to our friends from the East, 
are slow in growing; in short, the 
salvation of the country is a home pro- 
duction of coal. People now pay $20 

r ton for a mongrel variety of coal 

at is supposed to come from Aus- 
tralia, while in the East we pay $5 per 
ton for the best anthracite. Of course 
this is an outrage, and only rich people 
can afford to burn coal here. Now the 

uestion is what isto be done? I came 

own here, in fact, have been going the 
rounds of the newly-discovered coal 
districts to see what the outlook was, 
and I have no hesitation in saying that 
itis good. I think, as soon as the road 
reaches here, and coal can be shipped, 
this section will be able to supply a 


— part of the demand. I have ex- 
amined the veins here, and they 


promise remarkably well, and undoubt- 
edly the towns of Terra Cotta and 
Lucerne are underlaid by veins of large 
extent and extreme richness. 

‘There is much satisfaction in know- 
ing that this section of the State is 
becoming more and more able to take 
care of itself, in fact, we have been 
more or less dependent upon San 
Francisco for some time, but these 
new discoveries are changing the aspect 
of things very materially. Not a month 
goes by but coal discoveries are an- 
nounced, some of them are old ones, 
‘but many are new, showing that people 
are active and on the look out for this 
valuable material. 

** All the coal of this State is what is 
known to miners as lignitic, and is the 
kind that has been so valuable in de- 
veloping the resources of the West, the 
growth of such cities as Denver de- 
pending much uponit. It occursina 
variety of forms, from anthracite to 


bituminous lignite. All the coal west | P® 


of the 100th meridian is of this charac- 
ter, and differs considerably in kind, 
owing to local changes that have 
effected it. It ranges in color from the 
brown lignitic varieties of England to 
this jet-black coal of Lucerne; the 
latter, of course, being the finest, and 
showing no trace of vegetable matter 
as in what is commonly known as 
lignite. In short, it is true coal, but 
formed in the gretatious or tertiary 

riods instead of the carboniferous. 

heir placement and position is nearly 
always the same. The veins are almost 
invariably underlaid by a strata of 
excellent fire clay which has a close 
relation t> the coal; being, in fact, the 
soil in which the coal-bearing plants 


rew. 
. “Over the seam is generally found a 
layer of shale, or sandstone, with, per- 
haps, large deposits of clay overhead. 
All the coal is lignitic, as I have said, 
and some of it may be poor; but local 
causes often change it to anthracite or 
bituminous, or, in other words, a high 
grade of lignite. ‘ What are the valu- 
able characteristics of this coal ?’ 
Well, it is remarkably free from im- 
purities, makes a hot fire and is quite 
free from smoke; is an economical 
burner, and finally, is cheap, which, 
after all, is the most important feature. 
I should judge that the Lucerne coal 
could be put on the market in Los 
Angeles at $5 per ton, though I do not 
speak officially.”’ ‘‘Previous to the dis- 
covery of coal here,’ continued the 
speaker, *“‘ the most valuable deposits 
have all been in Northern California, 
the coal being lignitic there also, or the 
same as this. The largest field is at 
Mt. Diablo, about forty miles east of 
San Francisco, and has been worked 
for about twenty-five years with profit. 
There are two good veins, that vary 
from three to five feet in thickness. 
The coal is used for domestic and 


other purposes, and tbe amount 
rodu yearly may be said _ to 
about 100,000 tons. Up to this 


- year the annual product of coal 
5 the State may be estimated at about 
$1,000,000. It is not among the im 
sibilities that coal can be shipped to 
San Francisco from here ata profit

tons from British Columbia; 120,000 
tons from Australia, and 281,000 tons 
from Great Britian, in all about 899,680 
tons iua year. This estimate was for 
several years ago, but itis doubtful if 
the prices have changed much. They 
ran then: California, $4.50 to $5; Aus- 
tralia, $5.25 to $15; anthracite, 
$12 to $18; Seattle, $7 to $10 
The Mt. - Diablo incasures are 
quite interesting, and show that 
there has been no little local disturb- 
ance, the ox ranging from 12° to 
83°. There also a great variation 
in the thickness of the beds. Thus the

f the coal continues to pan out well 
here, it will be a most valuable dis- 
covery for the county in more ways, 
than one. It not only provides fuel: 
~ but brings a large army of workers into 
the country, who must be fed and 
clotzed;which of course makes business 
in other quarters.” 

‘It is hot generally known”’ said the 
expert, “how many men obtain a 
living by this industry. Take the an- 
thracite miners East, for example;

In the mines at Mt. Diablo it is said 
that the men are greatly troubled with 
fire damp, but in the mines at Terra 
Cotta every precaution is taken to 
secure the men, and a fine current of 
air is ee in motion continually, so the 
ventilation is complete. Some years 
age the writer was sitting in the office 
of the Diamond Rock Drill 
New York, when a miner came 
make a purchase for one of his mines. 
He was a Cornwall man, not long over, 
and was a warning to any one thinking 
of going into the mines in the East. He 
was as dark as a mulatto, his face hav- 
ing assumed a blotched, blue-black 
hue, irom innumerable wounds 
he had received from bits of 
falling coal. Everywhere a piece 
struck him it had left an indelible 
stain or mark, and his face was ren- 
dered hideous by the wounds. I asked 
him how he liked mining, and his an- 
swer was, ‘It’s a living death.’’ Min-

Few who watch a good coal fire haye 
any realizing sense of what it is, and 
the story that is told of the many 
colored lights that play and dart about, 
contributing so much to our comfort 
and pleasure, and giving employment 
or life to so many thousands through- 
out the world, coal is another form of 
wood, and the coal which we burn is, 
in reality, the hardened remains of an 
ancient forest, The time in which it 
was deposited was one of _ ex- 
tensive swamps and peculiar vegetation. 
the leaves, stems and other material 
fell, and together formed a thick de- 
posit very similar to what we find in 
swamps today. <As time passed on 
changes occurred, perhaps a depression 
of the crust, and the ocean flowed in 
over the spot, as in the case of Lu- 
cerne; a fine stratum or layer of mud 
or sand was deposited, in which are 
now found shells. Another change 
and the crust is lifted, and another 
swamp begins to form, and in this way 
successive layers of shale, clay and coal 
have been deposited, and we may 
almost say that in burning coal we are 
utilizing the sun’s heat that has been 
stored up in this way for us, as the 
plants originally owed their existence 
tothesun. In the mines at Nova 
Scotia the layers of coal and the vari- 
ous strata above and below are dis- 
tinctly seen. Some of the most beauti- 


often impressed in coaly material. 
Nearly one thousand, perhaps more, of 
these spake plants have been iden- 
tified by geologists, so that we have a 
very complete idea of the appearance 
of things in the e of car- 
bon, as it is sometimes called. 

One very seon learns to tell. 
one age from another by the fossils.’ 
Thus, in the carboniferous strata the 

characteristic plants are fern leaves of 

a most beautiful description, and I have 

seen localities where almost every peb- 

ble or nodule broken open displayed 

one of tohse attractive shapes that have 

been copied by workers in gold and sil- 

ver everywhere.

These were known as sigillarias; others 

were calamites and lepidodendrons.

One found by the writer at Lucerne re- 

sembles a large fig leaf, in fact it was 
so heavy that I brought it up by sec- 

tions and the larger part is still await- 

ing transportation at Murrietta. 

The use of coal, as may be imagined, 
is not confined to broiling steaks and 
overcoming the influence of blizzards. 
We obtain our gas from it, and natural 
gas comes indirectly from the same 
source. Again, as a fuel it is valu- 
able in making water gas and running 


_| machinery of all kinds. 


Upon the beds at Lucerne, depends 
the future of the entire country about 
Lake Elsinore; that is, its future as a 
manufacturing center. Here are min- 
erals enough to establish interests 
worth millions of dollars annually to 
Southern California, all dependent 
upon the one question, fuel, which hap- 
pily appears to be solved. To any one 
in the habit of estimating the future of 
countries by the first development of 
mineral wealth, Southern California 
offers a field of the greatest interest, 
and the political economist will find in 
the workings of the new country its 
wonderful development, rapid growth, 
and the accumulation and dispersion of 
money a study of great interest.

This seems hardly possible, and 
it is to be hoped that it is over estima- 
ted; yet the dividends of our large rail- 
way corporations tind their way to Eu- 
rope more than is generally known, and 
a good policy in any -case where we

ever yet has heard and refused to obey. 

This tendency was especially noticed 
by the writer at Saratoga this week. 
After the formal perfunctory business, 
which called the State Committee was 
finished, the members of it met with 
other politicians who were drawn to 
Saratoga in different groups on the 
hotel piazza, as is the custom upon 
such occasions. In all these regen 
the name of Conkling was brought up, 
and the remarkable feature of the con- 
versation which followed was the asser- 
tion of politicians from all parts of the 
State of a tendency they had noticed 
that is showing itself among the people 
to place Conkling back on the high 
pedestal he occupied in 1876, when he 
was at the climax of his great influence 
in the State. 

**Do you think Conkling is aware of 
this feeling?”’ asked a member of the 
State committee who used to be a half- 
breed, but is now a Platt man, of a 
former State officer who is now and 
always has been a warm friend of 
Conkling. 

**Yes,” he replied, know it. When 
Conkling was beaten in his effort to be 
returned to the Senate in 1881, I be- 
lieve he felt grievously sore over what 
he believed to be a complete loss of his 

restige and influence with the yor. 

e never cared much about the praises 
of active politicians, for he once said 
that Calhoun was right when he de- 
clared that neither honor nor sincerit 
prevailed among professional politi- 
cians as a class. But he did keenly 
relish the evidences of popular approval 
and confidence, of which he had experi- 
enced so many, and the bitterest blow 
of all during that sad summer of 1881 
was the conviction that he had lost that 
esteem. 

‘‘But he is now convinced that he 
never lost it, and the thought rejoices 
him, as I happen to know by some- 

ing he said to me. You recollect, 

nator, that when Conkling came to 
Albany as counsel for the Senate com- 
mittee what a surprising reception he 
had. The committee room was jammed 
with people, and when he entered it 
you recall what a demonstration of ap- 
plause there was. When he began his 
speech he was again cheered, and when 
he finished, for five minutes there were 
cheers and the most splendid tributes 
of esteem. Now Conkling did not appear 
to notice it. He was dignified, courte- 
ous and apparently cold. But it 
touched him a met him in New 
York not long after, just as he was 
going to dine at the Carlton Club and 
e said that he would be glad if I would 
come in with him if convenient. I went, 
and he then told me that, in all his ex- 
perience, he had never had such a 
tribute as that. He had been cheered 
and hallooed almost deaf, he said, 
many times before, but always when 
there was political excitement to ac- 
count for it; Said he; ‘In this case I 
was simply a private citizen. My busi- 
ness in Al ny was purely non-parti- 
san. I was a lawyer about to plead a 
cause. There could have been no occa- 
sion for what I then heard and saw, 
but asincere desire to express, in aman- 
ner that was most convenient, and, at 
the same time, emphatic, some tribute 
of esteem for myself. It was spon- 
taneous, so far as I could judge, and, 
therefore, sincere, and touched me 
deeply. I am glad to have this eppor- 


tunlty to say that it touched me deeply 


and gratefully.’ 
‘Since then Conkling has had other 
evidences of this feeling, and he has

friends, and they think he is fully con- 


tent with this.”’ 

Another ex-State officer, who was 
chatting with another group when the 
name of Conkling was brought up, and 
who heard some one express doubts 
about the stories of large professional 
fees, said: 

‘*T have just come from Scroon Lake, 
where I met ex-Congressman Frank 
Hurd. He is visiting an old Toledo 
friend there at a friend’s summer 
place. One night as we sat chatting, 
Conkling’s name was mentioned. I 
knew that Hurd had been associated 
with Conkling in some legal business 
lately, and I asked himif it was true 
that Conkling was making as much 
money as was averred. This is what 
Hurd said: “Mr. Conkling is said 
to be receiving in retainers and 
fees not far from $100,000 a year. It is 
true, but not the whole truth. His in- 
come up for the past two years has 
been more than $500,000, and I am 
told by lawyers in New York who 
ought to know that no lawyer in the 
city-for the past two years has earned 
as much money as Mr. Conkling. He 
never takes a contingent fee, for he is 
singularly severe in his adhesion to 
the code of professional conduct, 
which does not look with favor on con- 
tingent fees. A few days ago Mr. 
Conkling argued a patent case in Chi- 
cago, involving the right to use the 
parafine paper which is wrapped about 
candy and other sticky substances. 


His fee in that case was $30,000, 
and he has had _ several even 
larger. There are ‘legal _ firms 


in New York, I am told, which re- 
ceive more money in a year than Mr. 
Conkling earns, but no individual 
lawyer earns more, probably naneo 
much. It is true that Mr. Conkling 
has paid off some $80,000 for which he 
was responsible to the creditors of the 
late A. B. Johnson, of Utica, but he 
has done more. “Since he took up the 
practice of law in New York ay he 
has liquidated obligations of one kind 
or another amounting to nearly $200, 
000, and has done it in less than six 
years: I believe that there is no 
parallel to such earnings and liquida- 
tion by professional work in such a 
time, except the colossal undertaking 
of Sir Walter Scott.’ 

“That is what Frank Ilurd said, and 
he added that it was his belief that Mr. 
Conkling would hardly be persuaded to 
give up his professional life again to 
enter public life, for he is contented 
and has experienced the joy there is in 
large accumulation by professional 
work. Mr. Hurd also declared it to be 
his belief that there was no Republican 
who could draw from the Democratic 
party so many votes as Conkling.

sional life, Conkling takes time every

Jimmy Husted 
curiously enough, amuses him, and I 
think he and Gen. Sharpe are on 
good terms again. I had occasion 
to learn how he had _ mellowed 
not long ago.

He wanted to vote for Conk- 
ling, but didn’t dare go against what 
he thought were his constituents’ 
exp great regre at he had not 
voted for Conkling, and he desired 
sat to know that it was the great 
regret of his life that he had not done 
so.

ing to reveal their secret even when a 
rope was brought out, with which the 
General threatened to hang their child- 
ren. At sight of the rope, Russell 
Hancock, Lieut. Hancock’s little son, 
‘sprang from his seat a la Pocahontas, 
and commenced for 
the lives of the Indian babies. Find- 
ing the General inexorable, he finally 
exclaimed: ‘‘Well, if you will han 
them, ee give me their bows an 
arrows!” 

AN INTERMINABLE MARCH. 


. When the troubles in Florida were 
settled Gen. Harney was transferred 
to Fort Leavenworth, Kas., where dis- 
turbances were expected. Hancock, 
‘who had by this time become a captain, 
joined him there, serving in the quar- 
termaster’s department until rch 
31, 1858, when he was ordered to ac- 
Gen. Harney’s expedition to 
Utah, where complications had arisen 
between the Mormons and the Gentiles. 
His journal on that long march records 
the difficulties connected with his du- 
ties as quartermaster and the responsi- 
bilities which a train of 128 wagons, 
five ambulances and 1000 mules in- 
volved. When Gen. Harney’s recall 
came, and the troops were distributed 
to different posts, Hancock was or- 
dered to transfer the public property in 
his ch to his-successor, and to re- 
port to Col. Andrews, commanding at 

. Bridger. ‘‘From Ft. Leavenworth 
to Ft. Bridger the distance is 1000

On arriving at Benicia, Capt. Han- 
cock found awaiting him a leave of ab- 
sence, and returned to the. East, by 
«way of the Isthmus, for the purpose of 
sescorting his family back to the Pacific 
coast. A period of two months was 
delightfully spent in Washington. Mrs. 
Hancock digresses a little to describe 
this sojourn: 

GEN. LEE AS DOMESTIC ADVISER. 

_ “How well 1 remember Gen. Robert 
E. Lee, then a Major. He was the 
beau ideal of a soldier and a gentle- 


disturbances I cannot say, but it was 
aang considered to have quieted 
or a time the rising spirit of dissatis- 
faction which was assuming an im- 
portance manifestly not illusory. 
GEN. JOHNSTON’S RESIGNATION. 

Referring to the painful scenes 
among old army comrades after Sumter 
was fired upon, Mrs. Hancock says: 

‘*Many conferences were held in our 
homein Los Angeles between my hus- 
band and the Southern officers, who 
were urged by their relatives and 
friends tu resign their commissions and 
offer their services to their own States, 
as otherwise they would be regarded as 
renegades throughout the South. They 
sought the advice of my husband, hop- 
ing to receive from him some comfort 
or encouragement, but he could _— 
none, and would say to those dear 
friends, Armistead, Garnett, Pickett, 
and a host of others whom he loved: ‘I 
can give you no advice, as I shall not 
fight upon the principal of State rights; 
but. for the Union, whole and undi- 
vided, as [ do not and will not belong 
to a country formed of principalities. 
I cannot sympathize with you. You 
must be guided by —— own convictions 
and I hope Pty will make no mistake. 
. . « « At that time I was in San 
Francisco and had occasion to visit the 
headquarters of Gen. Albert Sidney 
Johnston, who was in command on the 
Pacific coast. He met me that morning 
and said, with tears in his eyes: ‘“‘You 
are not aware that Gen. Sumner was 
among the passengers who arrived on 
the steamer this morning, and who 
came to me unannounced, expecting to 
catch me in treasonable intentions. I 
have not yet seen him, but I understand 
that he has been sent out to relieve me 
of my command.” I replied: ‘‘Gen- 
eral, you are morbidly sensitive, I 
think, and hasty in pte conclusions.”’ 
‘**T hope that I have n, but why was 
the General’s name omitted in the pas- 
senger-list that was sent out by the 
overland mail? If my suspicions are 
correct I shall at once resign, and God 
knows what then. I had intended to 
remain where I am, as my wifeis so 
opposed to my giving up 4 certainty for 
an uncertainty.’’ It was soon known 
that Gen. Johnston had resigned.” 

HE COURTED DEATH. 

A dramatic scene, one of a thousand 
similar ones in those sad days, is set 
before the reader in the next passage I 
quote: 
**A never-to-be-forgotten evening was 
the one spent at our home by the oflicers 
who were to start upon their overland 
trip to the South at 12 o’clock that 
night. Gen. and Mrs. Johnston were 
of the party. . . . The most crushed 
was Maj. Armistead, who, with tears, 
which were contagious, streaming down 
his face and hands upon Mr. Han- 
cock’s shoulders, while looking him 
steadily in the eye, said: ‘Hancock, 
good-bye; you can never know what 
this has cost me, and [ hope God will 
strike me dead if I am ever induced to 
leave my native soil, should worse come 
to worse.”’ Turning to me he placed a 
small satchel in my hand, requesting 
that it should not be opened except in 
the event of his death, in which 
case the souvenirs it contained, 
with the exception of a little 
prayer-book intended for me, and 
which I still possess, should be 
sent to his family. On the fly-leaf of 
this beok is the following: ‘‘Lewis A. 
Armistead. Trust in God and fear 
nothing.”” At the same time he pre- 


sented Mr. Hancock with a new
